Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of the patent term adjustment listed 
on the Notice of Allowance for the referenced application. Specifically, Applicant respectfully 
requests that the patent term adjustment be changed to reflect 2350 days of patent term adjustment. 
Further, pursuant to 37 CFR § 1.705(b)(2), the statement of the pertinent facts are set forth below. 
1 . The complete application was filed on March 8,2001. 



2. A restriction requirement was mailed on October 3, 2006. 
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3. A complete response to the restriction requirement was timely filed on November 1, 
2006. 

4. An Office Action was mailed on February 21, 2007. 

5. A complete reply to the Office Action was filed on June 21, 2007. 

6. An Office Action was mailed on October 1 0, 2007. 

7. A Request for Continued Examination was filed on January 9, 2008. 

8. An Office Action was mailed on April 4, 2008. 

9. A complete reply to the Office Action was filed on October 8, 2008. 

10. An Office Action was mailed on January 21, 2009. 

11. A Request for Continued Examination was filed on July 20, 2009. 

12. An Office Action was mailed on August 21, 2009. 

13. A complete reply to the Office Action was filed on November 1 7, 2009. 

14. An Office Action was mailed on March 1 8, 2010. 

15. A Notice of Appeal and Pre- Appeal Request for Review was filed on June 17,2010. 

16. A Notice of Panel Decision from Pre-Appeal Brief Review was mailed on August 6, 
2010. 
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17. A Request for Continued Examination was filed on October 5, 2010. 

18. A Notice of Allowance was mailed on August 9, 2012, listing a patent term 
adjustment of 0 days. 

There was a delay by the USPTO of 1609 days between the date 14 months from the 
original filing date, i.e., the date that a first Action should have been issued, and the actual mailing 
date of the Restriction Requirement. Accordingly, the application should be afforded 1609 days of 
patent term adjustment. 

An Office Action was mailed on February 21, 2007, in response to which a Reply 
was not filed until June 21, 2007. Thus, 31 days of Applicant delay should be counted. 

An Office Action was mailed October 10, 2007, in response to which a Request for 
Continued Examination (RCE) was filed on January 9, 2008, ending the (b) delay period of 1402 
days minus the previously stated Applicant delay of 3 1 days, and overlapping days with (a) delay of 
939 days, making the (b) delay 432 days. 

An Office Action was mailed on April 10, 2008, in response to which a Reply was 
not filed until October 8, 2008. Thus, 90 days of Applicant delay should be counted. 

An Office Action was mailed on January 21, 2009, in response to which an RCE was 
not filed until July 20, 2009. Thus, 90 days of Applicant delay should be counted. 
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Furthermore, an additional RCE was filed on October 5, 2010. There was a delay by 
the USPTO of 551 days between the RCE filing date and the date the USPTO has to issue another 
Action, i.e., the date that an Action should have been issued, and the actual mailing date of the 
Action. Accordingly, the application should be afforded 551 days of patent term adjustment. 



The Notice of Allowance was mailed August 9, 2012, listing a patent term 
adjustment of 0 days. However, in view of the above, the patent term adjustment should have been 
2381 days. Thus, Applicant respectfully requests the Patent Term Adjustment be changed to reflect 
a Patent Term Adjustment of 2381 days.
